liai^d^ K^ ®ach of the daily papers of St. Paul, with the names of 
rioutoupabuothe Auditors thereto annexed, at least five days before 
any session shall be held under Uiis act ; IVovided aisOj 
That all sessions of said Board shall be public, and due 
notice given in at least two of the daily papers of Saint 
P!aul.

BxoTioK 1. Section twenty-two of an act prescribing 
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, the duties of County Treasurers, as amended by Section 
1 of Chapter 10, of the General Laws •! 1862, is hereby 
amended to read as follows :

Be it enacted ly the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

That if any person or persons shall spear, 
net, or in any way or manner, take or catch any fish in or 
from any or either of the outlets or inlets of Lakes Cal- penaitjfof 
houn and Harriet, in the county of Hennepin, in said cauMng fish a* 
State, or the marshes and waters below the same, and certain tunes 
above Richland Mills, in said county, between the first 
day of February and tli^ fifteenth day of May, of each 
and every year, such person or persons shall, upon con- 
viction tnereof, be fined in the sum of two dollars for 
each and every ^ish so speared, netted, or in any maimer 
taken or caught as aforesaid, therefrom ; and such person 
or persons shall stand committed to the county jail of 
said county, until such fine be paid. 

Sec. 2. That all prosecutions under this act shall be 
commenced within one year from the time of the com- 
mission of any offence thereunder, and not afterwards, 
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and the san^e shall be upon complaint, under oath, before 
ktettttf any Justice of the Peace in said county ; and all fines 
imposed and collected under this act, shall be paid into 
the treasury of said county, for the use of tie common 
schools therein.

,^ ^ ,- officers of the city discharge their respective duties. The 

ettj ooanoii Mayor or any two councilmen, may call special meetings 
of the city council. He shall inspect the conduct of all 
subordinate officers, and cause negligence and persistent 
violations of duty to be prosecuted and punisned, and 
may require of any officer of the city, whenever he may 
deem it necessary, an exhibit of his books and papers. 
He shall, from time to time, communicate to tne city 
council, and recommend such measures as he may deem 
advantageous to the city. He shall have power to exe- 
cute all acts that may be required of him, by any ordi- 
nance made in pursuance oi this act, and is hereby au- 
thorized to call upon every male inhabitant of said city, 
over the age of eighteen years, to aid in enforcing the 
laws and ordinances, and in case of riot to call out the 
militia to aid him in suppressing the same, or carrying 
into eifect anv law or ordinance. Anv person who shaU 
not obey such call, shall forfeit to said city a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars, and not less than five dol- 
lars. 

8eo« 3. In case the Mayor shall be guilty of any wil- 
ful oppression, or corrupt partiality in the aischarge of 
the duties of his office, he shall be liable to indictment, 
and on conviction shall pay a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars, and the Oourt shall have power (upon 
the recommendation of the jury in the cause,) to add 
to the judgment for the fine, that he be removed from 
office. 

Sbo. 4. In case the Mayor shall be absent from any 
meeting of the city council, they shidl proceed to elect, 
of their own number, a temporary presiaing officer, who, 
for the time being shall discnarge all the duties of the 
Mayor. In case of the absence of the Mayor from the 
city, or his inability from any reason, to discharge 
the duties of his office, the council shall elect by ballot, 
from their own number, an officer who shall be styled 
Acting Mayor, and all actions performed by him shall 
have the same force and validity as if performed by 
the Mayor. 

Sbo. 5. The Secorder shall keep the corporate seal, 
and all the papers and records of the city, and keep a 
record of the proceedings of tlie city council. He shall 
draw and countersign syU orders on the treasury, in pur^ 
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finance of any order or resolution of the city oonndl, and Dvii6g«fBiMr«- 
keep a full and accurate account thereof in books provi- v 
ded for that purpose, and make a fair and full record of 
all the by-laws, rules or ordinances, made or passed by 
said city council. The Recorder shall have power to 
administer oaths or affirmations, and copies of all papers 
filed in his office, and transcripts from tne records of the 
city council, certified to by him under the corporate seal, 
shall be evidence in all courts, in like manner as if the 
original were produced. He shall report annually, on or 
about the first day of May, to the council, an estimate of 
the expenses of the city for the current year, and the 
revenue necessary to be raised therefor, and the fiscal 
year of the city shall commence on the first day of May. 
He shall make, or cause to be made, estimates of the 
expenses of any work to be done by the city, and coun- 
tersign all contracts made in behalf of the city, and all 
certificates of work, by any officer of the city or any 
committee of the city council. He shall negotiate be- 
tween the first of May and the collection of taxes for the 
same year, such temporary loans for the city as the city 
council shall direct, anticipating the revenue for the cur- 
rent year, and such loans shall be subject to the appro- 
val of the city council. He shall examine the report, 
books, papers, vouchers, and accounts of the Treasurer ; 
and from time to time shall perform such other duties as 
the council shall direct. AH claims against the city, 
before they are allowed by the city council, shall be aud- 
ited and adjudged by the Mayor. The Eecorder shall 
keep a record of all his acts and doings, which record 
shall be at all times open to the inspection of all parties 
interested. He shall not be directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in any contract or lob to which the city is a party, 
or in any loan negotiated by the city. 

Sbo. 6. The City Attorney shall perform all pro- 
fessional duties incident to his office, and when re-J^^ ^ 
quested, shall furnish written opinions upon any subject 
submitted to him by the city council. 

Skc. 7. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys belong- 
ing to the city, keep an accurate and detailed account 
thereof, in such manner as the city council shall, from 
time to time, direct. The Treasurer shall exhibit to the 
city council, at least fifteen days before the annual elec- 
tibn, or sooner if required by them, a full and detailed 
account of all the receipts and expenditures, after the 
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and effects, in the manner preBcribed by the laws of 
this State, in cases of unlawful detention of property. 

Sec. 11. No member of the city council shall be^^^ ^^^^ 
party to, or interested in any job or contract with the city, interertedin 
and a contract in which any member of the city council contrwu 
may be interested, shall be null and void. 

Seo. 12. The Mayor, Sheriff of Washington County, 
each and every councilman, Justice of the Peace, Mar- suppreMUm or 
shal, and Eecorder, and Constable^ of the precinct of ^^*''^y**- 
which said city is a part, shall be officers of the peace, 
and may command the peace, and suppress in a summa- 
ry manner, all rioting and disorderly behavior within 
the limits of the city ; and for said purpose may com- 
mand the assistance of all by-standers, and if any person 
80 commanded, shall refuse to aid in maintaining the 
peace, every such person shall pay a fine of twenty-five 
dollars. 

Sec. 13. The Justices of the Peace, Assessors, and 
Constables of said city, shall have and possess all the 
authorities, rights, and powers of Justices of the JPeace, 
Assessors and Constables, under the general laws of this 
State ; and in addition thereto, the Justices of the Peace J^Jj^JJ"^,^' 
for said city, shall have sole and exclusive jurisdiction to ^^^^ 
hear all complaints, and conduct all examinations and 
trials, in criminal cases arising within the city, cogniza- 
ble before a Justice of the Peace. Said Justice shall also 
have exclusive jurisdiction in all cases cognizable before a 
Justice of the f eace, in which the city is a party, and of 
all suits, prosecutions, and proceedings for the recovery 
of any fine, forfeiture, or penalty, under any by law, or- 
dinance, or regulation of said city, or for the breaches or 
violation of any such by-law, ordinance, or regulation. 
All prosecutions for assaults, batteries, and affrays, not 
indictable, and. for a breach or violation of any by-law, 
ordinance, or regulation of saiddty, shall be commenced 
in the name of the City of Stillwater, and the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had as are required by law in criminal 
cases tried before Justices of the Peace ; l^*ovided^ That 
in the cases above mentioned, no appeal shall be allowed 
when the judgment or fine imposed, exclusive of costs, 
shall not exceed twenty dollars. In all cases of convic- 
tions for assaults, batteries, and affrays, breaches of the 
peace, disorderly conduct, keeping houses of ill fame or 
frequenting the same, and of Keeping disorderly houses 
in said city, the said Justices of the Peace shall have 
21 
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power, in addition to the fine or penalty imposed, to 
compel each offenders to give security for their good 
behavior, and to keep the peace for a period not exceed- 
ing six months, and m a sum not exceeding five hundred 
dollars ; Provided^ That nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed to divest the District J ndgds of their authority 
as conservators of the pabUc peace, nor to affect in any 
manner the jurisdiction or powers of the District or Su- 
preme Cofirts of this State. 

Sko. 14. The Justices of the Peace shall quarterly 
tTSywMwii^ report to the city council a list of all proceedings insti- 
whafttooonttia tutcd bcforc them, in behalf of the city, and the dispo- 
sition thereof ; and shall, at the same time, account and 
pay over the amount of all penalties and cost collected, 
which may by law accrue to the city, and they shall be 
entitled to receive from the County of Washington such 
fees in criminal cases, as are allowed to other Justices of 
the county, for similar services. 

Seo. 15. All surveys, profiles, plans, or estimates

OHAPTEE IV. 

Section 1. The Mayor, councilmen, and Recorder 
shall constitute the council, and the style of all ordi- 

n^'^ir^SJOTm na^c^s sl^all b®'" The City Council of the City of StiUwater 
do ordain." The city council shall meet at such time 
and place as they shall direct, and a majority shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The city council shali determine the 
rules of its proceedings, and be the judges of the elec- 
tion and qualification of their own members, and 
have the power to compel the attendance of absent 
members. 

Seo. £• The city council shall have the management 

and control of the city finances, and of all the property 

whotohtT* tiM of the city ; and the city council shall likewise have full 

muiag«m«iit«f powcr and authority to make, enact, ordain, establish, 

toanoaf publish, enforce, alter, modify, correct-and repeal, all 

such ordinances, rules, and by-laws, for tne government 

and good order of the city, for the suppression of vice, 

as they shall deem expedient ; and declare and impose 

Senalties by fine, imprisonment, or both, and to enforce 
le same against any person or persons who n^ay violate 
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any of the provisions of such ordinances, rules or by- 
laws; and such ordinances, rules and by-laws are hereby 
declared to be and have the force of lawj and for these 
purposes shall have authority by ordinance, resolution, 
or by-laws ; Provided^ That they be not repugnant to 
the Constitution and laws of the United States or of this 
State. 

1st. To license and regulate the exhibition of common 
showmen, or shows of any kind, or the exhibition of 
caravans, circuses, or theatrical performances, billiard 
tables, bowling saloons, and to provide for the abatement 
and removal of all nuisances, under the ordinances or at 
common law, or under this act, and to grant licenses, 
and to regulate ^oceries, taverns, victualing houses, and ' 
all persons vending or dealing in spirituous, vinous, fer- 
mented, mixed or intoxicating liquors ; Provided^ That 
the license for so dealing in spirituous, vineous, fermen- 
ted, mixed, or intoxicatmg liquors, shall be at least one 
hundred dollars a year, and as much higher as the coun- 
cil shall direct, and that no license shall be granted for a 
less term than one year. 'o'^^^**** 

2nd. To restrain and prohibit -E. O. or Eoulette ta- ***"' 
tables, faro or pharo banks, and all gaming with cards, 
and all gambling tables, and to prohibit the use of all 

Shambling devices whatever, from being set up or used 
or gambling purposes, and to restrain and prohibit all 
descriptions oi ^amin? and fraudulent devices and prac- 
tices, and playmg of cards, dice, and other games of 
chance, for the purpose of gaming in said city, and to 
restrain and prohibit any person from vending, giving or 
dealing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed or intox- 
icating liquors of any kind, and impose such restric- 
tions or prohibitions by fine or imprisonment, or by both 
fine and imprisonment. 

Sd. To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance, disor- 
derly assemblages, suppress and restrain disorderly 
houses or groceries, ana houses of ill-fame, and to au- 
thorize the destruction of all instruments used for the 
purpose of gaming, and of all spirituous, vinous, fer- 
mented, mixed or intoxicating liquors of any kind, that 
may be kept for sale, or dealt in contrary to any ordi- 
nance of the city. 

4cth. To compel the owner or occupant of any gro- 
cery, cellar, tallow-chandler's shop, soap factory, tanne- 
ry, stable, barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome or 
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nauseous house or place, to cleanse, remove, or abate the 
same, from time to time, as often as may be deemed ne- 
cessary for the health, comfort, and convenience of the 
inhabitants of the city. 

6th. To direct the location and management of 
slaughter houses and markets, in said city, and to regu- 
late the sale, storage, keeping, [and conveying of gun- 
powder, and other combustible materials. 

6th. To prevent the incumbering of streets, side- 
walks, lanes or alleys, with carriages, carts, wagons, box- 
es, sleighs, iire-wood, lumber, or any other material or 
substance whatever. 

7th. To prevent horse racing, immoderate riding or 
driving in the streets, and to regulate the places of bath- 
ing and swiming in the water, within the limits of said. 
city. 

8th. To restrain the running at large of cattle, swine, 
sheep, poultry and geese, and to authorize the impound- 
ing, distraining, and sale of the same, 
i!!!!? ****** 9th. To prohibit the running at large of dogs, to im- 
** ' pose fines upon their owners, and to authorize the de- 

struction of the same when at large contrary to the 
ordinances. 

10th. To prevent any person from bringing, deposit- 
ing, or having within the city, any putrid carcass or other 
unwholesome substance, and to require the removal of 
the same by any person who shall have the same upon 
his premises ; or from any street, lane, or alley, if he 
shall have thrown or put the same in any street, lane or 
alley, and on default, to authorize the removal thereof, 
by any competent officer, at the expense of such persons 
or person. 

11th. To make and establish public pounds, pumps, 
wells, cisterns, and reservoirs, and to provide for the 
erection of water works, for the supply of water to the 
inhabitants, to erect lamps or other means whereby to 
light the city, to regulate and to license hacks, cabs, 
drays, carts, and charges of hackmen, coachmen, dray- 
men, and cartmen in this city. 

12th. To establish and regulate boards of hea^h, 
provide hospital and cemetery ground8,reguiate the burial 
of the dead, and the returns of the bills of mortality, and 
to exempt burial grounds set apart for public use, from 
taxation. 

13th. To regulate the assize and weight of bread| and 
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to provide for the seizure and forfeiture of bread baked 
contrary thereto. 

14th. To prevent all persons riding or driving any 
ox, cow, horse or mule, or other animal, on the side 
walks of the city, or in any way doing any damage to 
such side walks. 

15th. To prevent the shooting of fire-arms, crackers, 
rockets, or other projectiles, and to prevent the exhibi- 
tion of any fire-works in any situation which may be 
deemed by the council dangerous to the city, or any 
property tnerein, or annoying to any citizens thereof. 

16th. To restrain drunkards, immoderate drinking of 
intoxicating beverages, brawling and obscenity in the 
streets or public places, and to provide for arresting, re- 
moving, and punishing any person who may be guilty of 
the same. 

17th. To restrain and regulate runners and solicitors 
for boats, vessels, stages, public houses, railroads, 
and other establishments, and to rtgulate the police of l ^^^ •' ** 
the city. ^ 

18th, To establish public markets, and to enforce 
mles and regulations for the government of the same. 

19th. To regulate the place and manner of selling, 
and provide for the inspection and weight of hay, and 
stone coal, the measureing of charcoal, fire- wood, and other 
fael, and appoint suitable persons to inspect, superintend, 
and conduct the same. 

20th. To compel the owners and occupants of build- 
ings or grounds, to remove snow, dirt, or rubbish from 
the side walks, streets or alleys opposite thereto, and on 
his default, to authorize the removal or destruction 
thereof, by some officer of the city, at the expense of 
such owner or occupant. 

2l8t. To regulate the construction of wharves, or gra- 
ding such wharves into the river or Lake Saint Croix, 
within the corporate limits of the city, and to prescribe 
and control the prices for wharfage thereon. 

22nd* To regulate, control, and prevent the landing 
of persons from boats or vessels, wherein are contagious 
or infectious diseases or disorders, and to make other 
regulations, as they shall deem proper, to prevent the 
introduction of contagious diseases into the city. , 

23d. To regulate the time, place and manner of hold- 
ing public auctions or vendues. 
21th. To provide by ordinance for a standard of 
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weights and measures, and for the pnnishmeAt of the 
use of false weights and measures. 

25th. To appropriate money and provide for the pay- 
ment of the debts and expenses of the city. 

26th. To alter, abolish, open, widen, extend, estab- 
lish, grade, repair, or otherwise improve, or keep in re- 
pair streets, avennes, lanes, and alleys. 

27th. To establish, support, and regulate night 
watches. 

28th. To provide for the erection of all needful build- 
ings for the use of the city. 

29th. To provide for the enclosing, improving, and 
regulating of all public grounds belonging to the city, 
and for the adorning the streets thereof, with shade 
trees. 

80th. To regulate and tax merchants, retailers, tav- 
erns, groceries, ordinaries, hawkers, pawnbrokers, and 
money changers. 

31st. To license and regulate porters, and fix the 
^•'^^•'^ prices of porterage. 

•oundQ 32nd. To provide for and regulate the inspection of 

tobacco, beef, pork, flour, meal, butter and lard, and 
other provisions. 

33ra. To regulate and order parapet walls, and other 
partition fences. 

34th. To provide for taking from time to time, the 
enumeration of the inhabitants of the city. 

OF FIBES. 

36th. To prescribe the limits within which wooden 
buildings, or buildings of other materials that shall not 
be deemed fire proof, shall not be erected, placed or re- 
paired ; and to direct that all and any buildings within 
the limits prescribed, shall be made and constructed of 
fire proof materials, and to prohibit the repairing and 
rebuilding of wooden buildings, within such limits, where 
the same shall have been damaged to the extent of 
fifty per cent, of the value thereof, and to prescribe 
* the manner of ascertaining such value and damages. 

36th. To prevent the dangerous construction, placing 
and condition of chimneys, fire places, hearths, stoves, 
stove pipes, ovens, boilers and appurtenances used in 
and about any building, and to cause the same to be re- 
moved or placed in a safe and secure Qonditioii| when 
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considered dangerons, and to prevent the deposit of 
ashes in unsafe places, and to regulate and prevent the 
carrying on of manufactories, dangerous in causing or 
promotingfires within the city limits. 

37th. The city council shall have power to purchase 
fire engines and other fire apparatus, and to authorize 
the formation of fire engine, hook and ladder, and hose 
companies, and to provide for the due support and»regu- 
lation of the same ; and to order such companies to be 
disbanded and their apparatus delivered up. £ach com- 
pany shall riot have to exceed seventy-five members, and 
ehall be formed by voluntary enlistment, and each mem- 
ber of such company shall be exempt from poll tax, from 
serving on juries, and from military duty, during the 
continuance of such membership. ^ 

Sbo. 3. All laws, ordinances, regulations, and by-laws 
shall be passed by an affirmative vote of a majority of 
the city council, and be signed by the Mayor, and. shall AuiawiMdor- 
be published in the oflScial paper of the city, or posted in ^^^^JL^^jT 
three of the most public places in the city for ten days Major 
before the sam« shall be in force ; and within twenty 
days thereafter, they shall be recorded by the Recorder, 
in books to be provided for that purpose ; but before any 
of the said laws, regulations, or by laws shall be record- 
ed, the posting of the same, or the publication thereof, 
as aforesaid respectively, shall be proved by the affidavit 
of the foreman or publisher of such newspaper, or the 
certificate of the Recorder, of said posting, and the said ' 

affidavit or certificate shall be recorded therewith, and at 
all times shall be deemed and taken as sufficient evidence 
of the time, manner, and place of such publication and 
posting. No appropriation shall be made without a ma- 
jority of the city council voting in favor of it; and the 
vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and entered among 
the proceedings of the council. 

Sbo, 4. The powers conferred upon the city council 
to provide for the abatement or removal of nuisances, wbattoiMdMrn- 
shall not bar or hinder suits, prosecutions or proceedings ed common 
in the Courts, according to law. Houses or buildings of 
any kind, wherein more than twenty pounds of [gun- 
powder are deposited, stored or kept at any time, gam- 
Wing houses, houses of ill-fame, disorderly taverns or 
beer shops, or places where spirituous, vinous, fermented 
mixed or intoxicating liquors are sold, given away, or dealt 
in without a license required therefor, within the limits 
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of said city, are hereby declared and shall be deemed 
public or common nuisances. 

Seo. 5. The city council shall examine and adjust the 
accounts of the Treasurer, Marshal, Becordcr, and all 
other officers and agents of the city, at such times as 
they may deem proper, and at the end of each year, and 
before the term for which such officers were elected 
or appointed has expired. And the council shall re- 
quire each and every such officer and agent to exhibit 
his books, accounts, and vouchers for such examination 
and settlement, and if any such public officer or agent 
shall reiuse to comply with the order of said council, in 
the discharge of their duties in pursuance of this section, 
the council shall declare the office of such person vacant, 
and may commence suit or proceedings at law against any 
such officer or agent, who may be found delinquent, as 
defaulting in his accounts, or in the discharge of his 
official duties. The council shall make full record of all 
such settlements and adjustments. 

Sec. 6. The city council shall have power to order 
and contract for the making, grading, repairing, cleans- 
ing, improving, and adorning of the streets, lanes, alleys, 
public grounds, reservoirs, gutters, sewers, and wharves 
within the city. 

Seo. 7. Whenever the city council Qhall deem it ne- 
cessary to construct any side walk within the city, they 
shall direct the owners or occupants of any lots adjoining 
such side walk, to make and construct tlie same, at his 
or their own proper cost and charge, and in such a man- 
ner, and within such a time as in such direction speciiied. 
If such work is not done in the manner, and within the 
time prescribed, the city council shall cause the same to 
be done at the expense of the lots adjoining such side- 
walks. 

Sec. 8. The costs and expenses of surveying streets, 
lanes, alleys, side walks, sewers, public grounds and res- 
ervoirs, and estimating the work thereon, and of cleans- 
ing streets and alleys, and of constructing and repairing 
reservoirs and sewers, and of repairing side walks, shall 
be paid out of the city funds ; opening, grading, gravel- 
ing, planking, or paving streets and alleys, to tne centre 
thereof, shall be chargeable to and payable by the lots 
fronting on such street or alley. Sewers may be ordered 
by the city council, to be built at the expense of the lots 
or parcels of land to be benefitted thereby, and which 
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shall be apportioned bj said city council among eaid lots 
or parcels or land. 

Sec. 9. Whenever the city council shall determine to 
make any public improvement, as authorized by sec- 
tions 6, 7, 8, of this chapter, they shall cause to be made 
an estimate of the whole expense thereof, and the pro- 
portion to be assessed and charged to each lot, andinB<rtim«fteof)m. 
case of grading streets, alleys, or side walks, of the num- ?"^^°^**" 
ber of cubic yards to be fiUed in or excavated in front ^ 
of each lot, and such estimate shall be filed ii;L the office 
of the City Recorder, for the inspection of parties inter- 
ested. Tne city council shall give notice, oy advertise- , . ,, 
ment for two weeks in the official paper, to the owners 
or occupants of the lots or parcels of land, fronting on 
any street, alley or side walk, ordered to be gr^ed, 
graveled planked or paved, requiring them to do the 
work mentioned in such notice, within a reasonable 
time, therein to be specified, and if the said work is not 
done within such time, the city council shall enter into 
contract for the doing thereof. 

Seo. 10. Whenever the ,'general interest of the city 
requires deep cutting, or extraordinary filling, in any 
street, and the owners of lots and parcels of land, front- 
ing on such deep cutting or filling, shall deem themselves 
aggrieved thereby, and shall represent to the city council •whmtxpnm of

To the honorable^ the Senate and House of Sepre^entet' 
tivesy in Congrees assembled: 

Your memorialists, the Legislature of the State of 
Minnesota, respectfully represent: 

That the Sioux Indian war, in the year 1862, was 
characterized in most instances, especially in the counties 
of Brown and Renville, and in the western part of JNi- 
eoUet eonnty, by a total destruction of all the property 
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of the settlers ; that is to say : by burning their houses, 
with contents, farming utensils, and ^rain stacks, and 
by driving off and killing all their cattle and stock ; 

That the surviving sufferers from said war have been 
mostly reduced to the utmost poverty and destitution, 
and that a great number of them are living at present 
upon public charity ; 

That the aggregate value of the property destroyed 
and damage done by the Sioux Indians, in this State, 
cannot, in our judgmeni, be less than two millions of 
Dollars, and probably will not exceed the sum of two 
and a half millions of dollars ; 

That the people of this State have felt the deepest 
gratification in witnessing that, at so early an opportu- 
nity, your honorable body has taken the relief of said 
sufferers under your consideration ; 

That the bill for their relief, as passed by your House 
of Representatives, as well as the substitute of said bill, 
as passed by your Senate, in the month of January, 
To Indemnify the -y^onid bc entirely satisfactory to the people under ordi- 
suteyLinneio. ^^U ciicumstauces, and in a more settled country ; but 
to, within the that under our present circumstances, the relief contem- 
diortett poMibie plated in said bills would fail, for the following reasons : 
**"toinedb^ j^Vr«<. Most of the surviving settlers, driven off by 
mottx^bidiu * said Indians, would return to their farms next spring, 
and resume the erection of their destroyed houses, and 
the cultivation of their lands, provided the means to do 
80 should be furnished them in time. 

Second. Taking into consideration the present exces- 
sively high prices of all necessaries, and of all other ar- 
ticles, and taking further into consideration, the destruc- 
tion of all property, including the flouring and sawine 
miills : the contemplated immediate relief not to exceed 
the sum of two hundred dollars for each head of a fami- 
ly, would not be suflScieut to induce the families to re- 
turn to their devastated farms, to build houses, to pur- 
chase stock, seed grain, farming utensils and necessaries, 
80 as .to enable them to put in their crops next spring, 
and to live on their farms. 

Third. If the settlers should not be enabled to return 
next spring, and their farms left lying waste, during one 
year more, all the fences on the same would be consum- 
ed in the meantime by prairie tires, all the once flour- 
ishing frontier settlements of our State would be reduced 
to a wilderness, and all the labors and privations where- 
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by tlie same were once redeemed from wilderness, would 
be rendered thereby vain and fruitless. 

Fourth. A timely and sufficient relief, and nothing 
else, to the sufiFerers from the last Indian war, will re- 
store thousands of families to an independent and self- 
sustaining competency, and will save the settlements in a 
lame portion of this State from a total annihilation. 

Your memorialists, therefore, most earnestly appeal 
to your honorable body, to provide bylaw that tne Com- 
missioners to be appointed for ascertaining the damages 
occasioned by the Indiaus, may proceed at once to 
Minnesota, ascertain and report said damages to the 
Secretary of the Interior, with all possible diligence, and 
that said damages may be paid without delay, as soon as 
the report of the Commissioners shall be approved by 
the Secretary of the Interior.

1»j different bands of Indians, who roam at pleasmi^ 
tlironghont the State, and whose hostility to the white 
citizens is manifested with every opportunity ; tliat the 
only security the citizen lias, for life or property, is in the 
presence of an armed force ; that north and west of St. 
Anthony Falls there is but one Military Post, (Port Rip- 
ley.) in an area of over seventy thousand (70,000) square 
miles ; that the northern portion of this State is excelled 
by none of the superiority of its soil, salubrity of climate, 
and availability for settlement; that the great commer- 
cial avenue connecting the United States with Her Maj- 
esty's Province of British Columbia, as well as the 
Northwestern Mail Koute, traverses a distance of three 
hundred (300) miles, through a wild and sparsely settled 
country, and that the frequent depredations of maraud- 
ing bands upon both public and private property, demon- 
strate the necessity of the continual presence of an armed 
force upon the route so traversed, and in a portion of the 
State so much exposed. 
Forthdtitabiuh. -^"^ ^® wottld further represent, that the most eligi- 
mtotoramiUto-ble site, in our opinion, for such Military Post, and the 
rjpoiAfttsaiik point where public necessities require, and pnblic safety 
^•■*^ demands, is at or near Sauk Centre, Stearns County. 

This point is one hundred and forty miles from Fort 
Snelling, one hundred and thirty miles from Fort Rip- 
ley (via St. Cloud), one hundred and twenty miles from 
Fort Abercrombie, D. T., and one hundred and ten miles 
from Fort Ridgley ; it is in the midst of an extensive and 
superior agricultural district, and upon the Sauk River ; 
is on the great mail route between the Provinces and 
States ; it is the most exposed part of the tract, for the 
possession of which, the hostile Indians are now con- 
tending ; and is upon the old war trails, which the to- 
pography of the State compels " war parties " to frequent, 
who visit that portion of the State; 

And further, that should a Post be there established, 
thousands of our citizens, who were driven from their 
homes of plenty by a fiendish foe, and are now fugitive 
beggars among strangers, subsisting upon charity's pit- 
tance, would return, and by their energy and industry, 
rebuild thei'r homes in conscious security, giving ample 
remuneration by the added wealth from the products of 
their own labors, and inviting others to share their pros- 
perity. 
We therefore pray you, that, if consistent with the 
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public good, you will, at the earliest possible time, direct 
the establishment of a Military Post, as hereinbefore set 
forth ; and, as in duty bound, your Memorialists will 
ever pray.

UNITED STATES WAB TAX. 

To provide for the payment of Minnesota's quota of 
the Federal Tax, the last Legislature passed an act levy- 
ing a tax of two mills on each dollar's valuation of taxa- 
ble property. Payments were made to me by the County 
Treasurers in the months of June, July, October and 
November last, amounting in all to $63,275 54. 
United 8uut war Qn the 24th of June, 1862, I remitted the Hon. Sal- 
*"- mor^ P. Chase, Secretary of the Treasury, by draft on 

New York, $38,500 00, and on the 26th of July, $13,- 
530 17, amounting to $47,030 17, being in full for col- 
lections made during the summer months. The amount 
deposited in October and November, I have retained in 
the Treasury. In consequence of the Indian war, the 
State has incurred heavy expenses, which must ultimate- 
ly be refunded by the General Government. The amount 
thus advanced, it is believed, will more than cover the 
Slim due the United States Treasury on account of the 
direct tax. 

As I have not enough funds on hand to pay the inter- 
est coupons on Minnesota 8 per cent. State Loan due in 
New York, January Ist 1862, 1 have concluded to use 
out of the War fund the necessary amount, which will 
be replaced as soon as the State taxes for the year 1863 
are paid in. 
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THB WAB LOAN. 

At the extra sesBion held in September last, a law was 

Sassed aathorizinfi^ the negotiation of a loan of onehnn- 
red thousand dollars, to defray the expenses growing 
out of the Indian war. Early in October, I caused the 
following notic^to be inserted in the St. Paul dailies and 
the leading New York journals :

No efforts have been spared by us to render the system j^^^ ifrotAiiA 
efficient and beneficial, but the same being new and im- acenoy 
perfectly understood by a majority of the Paymasters, 
the result has not been as satisfactory as was anticipated. 
In some instances, thei^e was great delay in the trans- 
mission of the allotment moneys after the payment of 
the soldiers, iti others the allotment rolls appeared to have 
"been lost entirely, while in transitu to headquarters in 
Xouisville. 

I hope that with the assistance promisQd by Chief Pay- 
master Lamed, the system^will soon reach that perfection 
of which it is capable.
